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Georgia certified grown tomato plants are generally 
freer from diseases than plants grown in hotbeds, cold frames 
and open fields in the north and are usually preferred to 
northern grown plants for the following reasons: 


1, Cheaper than hotbed piants. 
2. Earlicr than plants grown in hotbeds. 


3. Heavier and tougher in stems and leaves than hot- 
bed plants; therefore more resistant to insects, winds ard 
low temperature. 


4. Less re-planting necessary.
